In addition to the fact 
that all lumber fs bought as fast as 
it is produced, and even in advance 
of being cut, the cost * shipping has 
again advanced. 

When the pante esd over the 
country two years ago, buying stopped 
abruptly. The ship owners dropped 
their freights from $10 and $12 a thous- 
and to $5, and later even to $3. At $3 
the price remained for nearly a year. 
This was considered so low a rate that 
many of the ship owners laid their 
vessels up, and only this spring and 
summer have put a back into com- 
mission, 

BOOMING LUMBER RATES. 

Rates have again advanced, the 
average coset of shipment on lumper 
ranging from %5 40 $7 per 1000 feet at 
the present time. With every avail- 
able vessel in operation, lumber deal- 
ers in the Southwest complain , that 
they cannot get their materia} here 
fast enough and that the railroad has 
again come into the handling of some 
of this business. Ship owners have 
not stopped advancing the freight rate 
at the present time, and should the 
demand for vessels continue through 
the winter season, as it has all sum- 
mer, a reversion to the old tariff may 
be expected and a $10 rate will be con- 
sidered reasonable. 

In the past two days, lumber has 
advanced $1 per 1000 feet, in Los An- 
feles. This is the third advance of 
the same amount since August 1, and 
an advance of $1 in the month prev- 
jous, making a total increase in thé 
price of lumber this season of $4 a 
thousand feet. This brings rough Ore- 
gon pine to a range between $21 and 


Flooring has gone to $35 and 340 for 


Redwood boards, rough and unselected, 

are quoted at $19 to $25, against $15 
to $21, four months ago. Rem wood 
shingles are up 50 cents a thousand, 
and cedar shingles have advanced the 
same amount. Shakes, the boards 
used under the shingles, have gone 
from $15 to $18 a thousand. 

Siding, piné wood, is quoted at $21 
to $23 on inch size and on oy or 
half inch, the price is from $38 to $41, 
as against $34 to $38. 

SOME KITERS. 

In the past two weeks, brick manu- 
facturers have advanced the price of 
rough, unselected brick from $6 to $7.25 
per thousand. Blue brick, the selected 
rough, are selling at $12 a thousand, as 
against $10, of two weeks ago. Tile. 
used in flooring and for the buflding 
of walls, has gone up 20 per cent. 

Lime has jumped from $1.75 to $2.50 
per ton, one of the heaviest advances 
on the list. Cement has gone from $2 
to $2.25 per barrel, delivered. Iron cast- 
ings have advanced 50 cents per hun- 
dred pounds. Window “glass has gone 


up 5 per cent. and. plumbing has made 
an advance of similar nature.

Utah ran its 1908 beet-sugar campaign longer 
than any other State—127 days. California came 
next with 88 days. The average sugar in beets in 
California was 17.6 per cent.; followed by Michi- 
gan with 17.11 per cent. Michigan led in the aver- 
age extraction of sugar with 13.95 per cent., fol- 


lowed by California with 13.89 per cent. It will be 


noted that California’s 8 , factories produced 


4,000,000 pounds more. sugar than did Michigan’s 


16. factories. 

The ten States having one beet-sugar factory 
each are Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Minnesota, Mon- 
tana, Nebraska, New York, Ohio, Oregon and 
Washington. 

For what is really an infant industry this show- 
ing is remarkably good. That there is much room 
for beet-sugar factories in this country is evi- 
denced by the fact that in 1909 fiscal year we im- 
ported 4,189,421,418 pounds of sugar (worth $96,- 
554,998,) in which was included 98,625,908 pounds 
of beet sugar worth $2,521,798. This was exclusive 
of 465,000 long tons of cane sugar produced in 
1908 in Hawaii and 215,000 tons in Porto Rico, 
practically all of which came to the United States. 
In addition, Louisiana producgd 350,000 tons and 
Texas 15,000 tons of cane sugar. From the Phil- 
ippines we imported 83,648 pounds of cane sugar, 
worth $1,594,604. The imports quoted are Bureau 
of Statistics figures. As a fact our total imports

998, exceeded those of 1908 fiscal year by 816, 
300,000 in value.
